The following discussion presents the selectmen's office 

views as to the future needs and a time table for imple- 

mentation. Consideration is given to minimizing the 
impact on the tax base in a given year, the amount of 
capital reserve funds for these projects, and the need 
to avoid multiple high bonds which could approach the 
debt ceiling for the town, leaving little room for 
emergency projects.

- Continue Pond Road improvement from vicinity of 
Rivers' residence in a northeast direction 
approximately 1500 feet.

POND ROAD PROJECT - 1986 


The Pond Road Project was started at a point 900' 

north of the intersection with the Old Walpole Road 
and continued northeast towards the village 1500'. 
Large trees abutting the road were removed and culverts 
were assessed as to condition. Those found to be in 
good condition were flushed by the Fire Department 

and marginal culverts were targeted for replacement. 


The knoll near the cemetery was cut and gravel from 
the cut utilized in adjacent areas. Drainage tile 

was added in the area of the Lawrence residence and 
terminated at a header and culvert across the road. 


After the road contour was established, gravel was 
brought in to top off the road bed. After compaction, 
final surfacing with 2"' of asphalt was performed, 
along with shoulder and seeding work. 


Alternative sources were solicited for price quotations 
on heavy equipment services, gravel purchases and 
paving. 


Recognizing that it is difficult to assess the total 
cost relative to the distance covered, we feel that 
the overrun of $1,921.41 was offset by the quality 
of the results. 


The selectmen wish to thank Tom Dutton for his technical 
assistance in this project.
